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Report of School Board 


To the Citizens of Danbury : 

It is with pleasure that we, the Board of Education, 
place in your hands, our annual report. 

Four schools have been conducted the past year, and 
with one exception, Spring and Fall. The teachers have 
been procured in town, a circumstance that might not oc- 
ctr in another town jn the state. It is a credit to our com- 
munity to be so highly favored. 

All have done excellent work, which is proven by the 
number of students who have qualified for high school. It 
has been the effort of the Board and Superintendent to 
conform to the requirements of the State Department, and 
thereby bring our schcols up to the high standard of effi- 
ciency required by the department. Our slogan is onward 
and upward and no steps backward. 

It is not quite clear in the minds of some that the new 
educational law demands certain requirements of the ele- 
mentary schools that must be met. For instance, that the 
town adopt medical inspection. That schools be combined 
as far as is consistent, and that the old schoolhouses be re- 
modelled and made suitable and sanitary. ‘The depart- 
ment, however, does not demand that every school building 
in the town be overhauled in a single year, but one ata 
time until all have been approved by the state board, thus 
saving the town on our burden of taxation. 

It has seemed best to begin alterations at the Center 
school, as it has the larger number of pupils, and condi- 
tions there were so unsatisfactory. 

It is true that the improvements have exceeded the esti- 
mate made by a state officer before operations began, but © 
building material has been very high, but even so we have 
a building approved by the state board which would have 
cost two thousand dollars built new It still needs one half 
the roof shingled and the stove jacketed before it will be 
complete throughout. ' 

It may seem hard to be obliged to do all this because 
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the state requires it, but on the other hand the state also 
pays for what is demanded. Last year we received from 
the department the sumof one thousand, three hundred 
and sixty-eight dollars and sixty-five cents, and we expect 
a similar amount this year, and if we did not do our part in 
bringing the schools up to the desired standard, we should 
forfeit the state aid and be a blot on the escutcheon of our 
fair state. 

We have fifteen students in high school. This alone 
reflects pride and honor upon our town; that the citizens 
are aiding the boys and girls not only to earn a better live- 
lihood, but to be broader minded men and women, upon 
whom the town depends for future citizens.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


Andover, N. H., Feb. 14, 1921. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Danbury: 

I hereby present my second annual report as superin- 
tendent of your schools. 

This year has shown some real progress in the standards 
and the efficiency of our schools. The Center school 
house has been remodelled, bringing it up to the standard 
in light and sanitary arrangements. At South Danbury 
the new windows added last fall give adequate light. Some 
minor repairs and alterations are still necessary. At South 
Danbury and Elmwood the vaults should be rebuilt this 
spring, and before another winter a latticed walk should 
be provided at Elmwood in order that children may not 
have to go through the snow to reach an outbuilding. At 
the North Road the light is inadequate for so large a room, 
but with the present number of pupils only a few desks are 
used and those with good light can be assigned by the 
teacher. 
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As it is economical to keep things in repair rather than’ 
to replace them, it would be well durirg the summer vaca- 
tion to have broken desks and seats repaired, curtains and 
clocks put in order wherever needed, worn blackboards re- 
painted, and other details so attended to as to have every- 
thing in order for the opening of the school year, and to 
avoid any loss that would come from neglect. 

The closing of the Upper Turnpike school last spring 
left us with but four schools, all but one with resident 
teachers. Good work was done by all. Of the seven pupils 
completing the eighth grade, four are in secondary schools 
this year. The number of our children in high schools 
and academies last year was twenty-six per cent. of the 
number in our district schools. It is hoped that our sup- 
ply of teachers will be kept up by the girls who take nor- 
mal training after their academy course. It is important 
that we encourage our country girls to become teachers. 
They are the people we want for our own rural schools. 

The accompanying table gives facts of membership and 
attebdance which will interest all patrons and taxpayers. 
The matter of attendance should be especially mentioned. 
We do not urge sending small children to school on the 
severest days of winter. I have seen some children in 
school so thinly clothed that they were in danger of freez- 
ing ifexposed to extreme weather. These, however, are 
exceptional cases. It is of very great importance that there 
shall be as few absences as possible, and that children shall 
not betardy. There are few who cannot do good work if. 
they are present punctually every day. Irregular atten- 
dance is the most frequent cause of backwardness and lack 
of interest. 

The course of study prescribed by the State is used in 
all our schools, and we are endeavoring to meet the mini- 
imum requirements in all subjects, and in some cases shall 
exceed them. Only a few text books had been added in 
the last two or three years, so it was necessary to replace 
the geographies, and to buy some histories, readers, and 
supplementary texts. Two sets of ‘‘The Children’s Hour’’ 
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purchased some years ago were paid for this year. New 
equipment in the line of maps and globes should be added 
right away. 

I have found teachers and board members desirous of 
improving in every way possible the efficiency of our 
schools; and that common object has made it a pleasure to 

me to cooperate in all school work.
